Lo Sportsman, published in Milan. is 
Italy’s closest approximation of the Morn- 
ing Telegraph and Daily Racing Form, 
though it bears little resemblance to these 
excellent publications in physical appear- 
ance and format. Its distinguished editor. 
Riccardo Arpisella. who died last year. ac- 
cepted the obligation to provide the in- 
formation most important to racing fans 
and to breeders and other horsemen, and 
Lo Sportsman is among the best journals 
of its kind to be found anywhere.’ 

Ordinarily the paper gives the results 
of races. past performance summaries. 
and as much domestic and foreign news 
as can be crowded into its few pages. 
There are pictures. no “columns.” 
Hence we were surprised when the 
issue dated March 18 turned up with an 
extra 4 pages. the first of which was 
adorned with a huge. full-color reproduc- 
tion of a painting. 

The picture itself evoked some vague 
half-memory. but we had to turn the page 
to discover that it was a portrait of Iro- 
quois. with Fred Archer up. An unsigned 
article described the son of “Leamington 
and Maggie B. B. as the first American 
Thoroughbred to win on English soil (first 
to win the Derby. the writer apparently 
intended). then went on to discuss the 
progress of international racing since 188] 
and to translate, almost in its entirety. 
the editorial which appeared in The 
Blood-Horse of February 13. 

The article concluded with the observa- 
tion that the suggested plan for a world 
championship race. though its realization 
would be difficile e delicata, “could only 
give a great impulse to our great sport.” 

In Paris the subject was treated at still 
greater length in Sport-Complet, From 
South America have come several com- 
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munications, some of them from the head- 
quarters of the International Racing As- 
sociation in Rio de Janeiro. This organ- 
ization, headed by Francisco E. Paula 
Machado, was the forerunner of the Or- 
ganizacion Sudamericana de Fomento del 
Caballo de Sangre Pura de Carrera—a 
sort of United Nations of the Turf in 
South America—whose first president. the 
distinguished Dr. Oswaldo Aranha. died 
in January. Since it is composed of execu- 
tives and representatives of race tracks. 
jockey clubs. and other authorities in 
racing, it is perhaps the first international 
organization capable of dealing directly 
with the planning and promotion of inter- 
national racing. 

Interest in the possibilities of co-opera- 
tive planning of international tests is so 
strong that action appears to wait only 
upon the emergence of leadership. Pre- 
sumably this leadership is already devel- 
oping and making exploratory moves 
which have not been publicized. 

The United States has the most to learn 
concerning international racing. and the 
most to gain from it. Hence we hope that 
not only The Jockey Club, but the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations as well. 
will assume the obligation to study and 
develop its possibilities. Though the prob- 
lem is difficult and delicate, as Lo Sports- 
man has remarked, it presents a challenge 
which can be ignored only to our own 
detriment. 

Aside from the spectacle itself. and 
aside from the public interest it would 
create, a “world championship” run on 
an American track would have the fur- 
ther advantage of giving American racing 
a new respect for distance racing. and 
from this there might develop a new di- 
mension of the sport in this country. 

John D. Schapiro, of Laurel Race 
Course. has been a successful pioneer in 


the development of an international race 
in the United States. Working single- 
handed. he has shown more imagination 
and enterprise and has acquired larger 
resources of friendship and experience in 
this field than any other American indi- 
vidual or organization. The existence of 
the International at Laurel poses one of 
the delicate problems which must be 
considered very carefully in any effort to 
extend American participation in such 
racing. Certainly, as long as Mr. Schapiro 
wishes to continue the Washington, D. C.., 
International under its present conditions, 
other organizations should respect his 
priority in the field. 

There is a larger question, however. 
There now exists the possibility of devel- 
oping American participation in interna- 
tional racing on a different basis, that is, 
with the expenses of the runners paid in 
the country of origin, as a part of the 
purse of an established race. the payment 
of this additional sum to be contingent 
upon the winner’s participation in the 
international contest. If and when such 
a possibility passes beyond the realm of 
speculation, then the problem involves 
more than one American track: it becomes 
a matter demanding co-operative planning 
on a national basis. 

It is now conceivable that a world-wide 
series might be set up (much like the 
regional eliminations or post races sug- 
gested for the U. S. by Robert A. Alex- 
ander of Woodburn more than a century 
ago). with one of the established interna- 
tionals designated as the climactic race of 
each year. or each semester. Many coun- 
tries would be partners in fixing the 
calendar and the conditions for such 
races. The first steps would be difficult. 
but the rewards to racing, and to inter- 
national relations in general. would be 
tremendous.

Spinaway, when her owner sent her to 
Keeneland for the Special Event. 

The race was run on October 11. On 
the same day the University of Kentucky 
was playing Vanderbilt University at 
football in Lexington. When Petrify’s 
owner arrived in town the night before 
the race, he found at the railroad station 
a band and a crowd of students carrying 
large banners, “Welcome Vanderbilt.” 
Vanderbilt remarked that the Lexington 
citizens certainly were hospitable, but the 
next day Brownell Combs’ Miss Dogwood 
led all the way in the Special Event, 
beating Petrify by 3 lengths, and when 
Vanderbilt told the story he always added 
that no one came down to the train to see 
him off after the race. 

For the president of the Keeneland 
Association, Tingle’s victory in the Ash- 
land added a postscript to the story. 

Petrify’s first foal, Stone Age. won 
the Walden Handicap and finished sec- 
ond in the Champagne Stakes and third 
in the Experimental Free Handicap. 
When Haggin saw her third foal. Stone 
Cold. racing at Delaware Park in 1953. 
he purchased her privately from Vander- 
bilt. Unraced at 2. Stone Cold had 
placed in her first 3 starts for her breed- 
er. and she won the first time out for 
her new owner. 

Haggin said that the trainer had a lot 
of trouble with the filly cutting herself, 
and when she knocked down a hip. she 
was retired to the stud. Her first 2 foals. 
Polar and Thermo. were winners. and to 
the cover of Spy Song she dropped Tingle. 
on February 6, 1957. Last year Tingle 
won 2 of 5 races, and after wintering at 
Aiken, S. C., she finished second by a 
half-length to Prince’s Gate in her first

Greentree Stable’s Weatherwise made 
his first appearance of the season in a 
6-furlong race on April 14. The race, 
the Spendthrift Purse, also attracted Calu- 
met Farm’s entry of Pied d’Or and Hills- 
borough, the Louisiana Derby winner 
Tony Graff. and Llangollen Farm’s Com- 
mand Pilot. which had won his last 3 
starts. 

Weatherwise was not prominent for the 
first half-mile. and when Sam Boulmetis 
was forced to take back and to the out- 
side approaching the far turn, it appeared 
that he had no chance. Entering the 
stretch, Pied d’Or took command from 
Circle H. and drew clear, but Weather- 
wise, on the outside with plenty of run- 
ning room, made up ground rapidly. When 
he took the lead deep in the stretch, 
Boulmetis relaxed, and Hillsborough nar- 
rowed the winner’s margin to three-quar- 
ters of a length. 

Last year Weatherwise won 3 of his 5 
races, including the Futurity and the San- 
ford Stakes. and his older half-sister, 
Sunset Glow. first foal of the Hyperion 
mare *Sunset III, won the Gazelle Hand- 
icap and finished second in the Pageant 
Handicap.

$25,000 Overnight 


The Southern Cross Handicap. a $25.000 
overnight race on Saturday. April 16, was 
a smashing contest in which the winner, 
Elmendorf’s *Day Court (116) equaled 
the 1'¢-mile track record of 1:4644, win- 
ning by a half-length from Polylad (116). 

*Day Court. bought for Max H. Gluck’s 
account for $11.500 at the 1956 Saratoga 
sales. had been third in the New Orleans 
and Magic City Handicaps. He had won 
his last previous race. a 6-furlong event 
on April 11. and for the Southern Cross 
he was second choice to the come-from- 
behind Polylad. 

*Captain Kidd II (115). which had 
won the previous Saturday’s feature with 
a front-running score over Polylad, tried 
the same tactics in the Southern Cross, 
and they were his undoing. He opened a 
4-length lead over *Day Ceurt in the first 
quarter-mile and added another length in 
the next quarter. but then the challenge 
began cutting into the margin. Turning 
into the stretch, with *Day Court ranging 
up on the outside, *Captain Kidd IT began 
to drift out. carrying the other runner 
with him. 

*Day Court quickly went ahead by 2 
lengths. and in mid-stretch he was put 
under severe attack by Polylad.

Big Day at Fort Erie 


Fort Erie. A throng of 14,463, a record 
for opening day and only 158 under the 
track’s all-time high of 14,621. poured in 
to The Jockey Club Ltd.’s Fort Erie track 
Saturday. April 9 as the 196-day Ontario 
Thoroughbred season got under way. 

Chill winds and near-freezing tempera- 
tures made the day less than perfect, but 
spectators from here and nearby Buffalo, 
N. Y., seemed eager. The day’s handle 
was $615,167.

The 6-year-old Fighting Fox—War 
Party gelding. winner of $53,145 last year, 
had only a day or two on the grounds 
after arriving from Gulfstream Park, and 
jockey Cliff Potts said that the horse was 
a bit sluggish in beating H. A. Fields’ 
Handshake. a $10.000 claim in Florida in 
February. Time for the 5 furlongs was 
1:00. 

First stakes of the 25-day spring meet- 
ing was down for April 23, the $5.000- 
added Bold Venture Handicap for 4-year- 
olds and upward at 5'% furlongs, followed 
on April 30 with the $7,500-added Queen- 
ston for 3-year-olds at 6 furlongs. 

E. P. Taylor, Jockey Club president, 
was on hand and pleased by the success of 
the opening. Under his guidance, the 
Jockey Club Ltd. (formerly the Ontario 
Jockey Club) put all racing in the prov- 
ince under one “baton” in 1956, oper- 
ating running-horse meetings at Old 
Woodbine, Woodbine, and Fort Erie, with 
a harness-horse meeting during the sum- 
mer at Old Woodbine. Prospects for 1960 
look brighter than ever.

As The Blood-Horse went to press this 
week. the New York State Racing Com- 
mission was weighing evidence introduced 
on behalf of trainer Frank Cundall at a 
hearing in New York on April 19. Cun- 
dall had been suspended for 60 days by 
the stewards at Aqueduct because the 
commission’s chemistry laboratory had re- 
ported finding phenylbutazone (Butazol- 
idin) in a urine sample from Parky Tone. 
owned by Woolford Farm and trained by 
Cundall. The horse had finished second 
in the first race on March 21. opening 
day at the New York track. 

Prior to the opening of the New York 
season this year the commission had 
issued an order specifically prohibiting 
the use of Butazolidin. But trainers at 
many tracks in the U. S. reportedly had 
been using the product more or less freely 
during 1959 and had come to consider it 
an almost necessary medication for horses 
with inflammatory conditions which pre- 
vented them from racing te full capacity. 
Relying upon their own observations and 
upon the assertions of the Jensen-Sals- 
bery Laboratory. which manufactures 
Butazolidin for veterinary purposes, they 
considered the drug to be neither a stim- 
ulant nor a depressant, but a useful med- 
ical development. Their position was sup- 
ported by race track veterinarians. 

(Butazolidin is the trade name for a 
drug known generically as phenylbuta- 
zone. It was first synthesized in 1948 by 
the Geigy Chemical Corporation, of Swit- 
zerland, and a year later it was introduced 
into human clinical medicine. In 1957 
licensed Jensen-Salsbery Labora- 
tories. Kansas City. Mo., as the sole 
American producer of Butazolidin for 
veterinary use.) 

After receiving a positive report from 
the commission laboratory, the Aqueduct 
stewards suspended Cundall for 60 days. 
On Tuesday. April 19, Cundall appealed 
to the New York State Racing Commis-

sion, 

His defense was twofold: that he had 
not given Butazolidin to Parky Tone and 
that. in any case, the test used by the 
commission laboratory was not definitive 
for Butazolidin. 

Since Cundall had only his unsupport- 
ed word that he had not administered the 
drug to Parky Tone, that part of his testi- 
mony was supported only by his good rep- 
utation, and though the commission may 
be sympathetic toward him because of his 
previous unblemished record, the New 
York commissioners were not likely to 
reverse the decision of the stewards.

Thus the principal aim of Cundall’s de- 
fense was to attack the validity of the 
testing procedure employed by the New 
York laboratory. In order to do this, 
Cundall needed resources beyond the 
scientific capabilities of the average race 
horse trainer. This armament was sup- 
plied by Jensen-Salsbery. to which Cun- 
dall had turned for help after receiving 
his suspension. 


Jen-Sal Impugns Tests for Butazolidin 


The hearing opened in the commission’s 
office at 10:30 a. m. and adjourned at 
5 p. m. The state was represented by 
commissioners Ashley Trimble Cole and 
Joseph Gimma and by counsel James A. 
Flood. who announced at the outset that 
the commission was satisfied with its 
laboratory testing procedure and that it 
was up to the defense to prove it wrong. 

Cundall was supported by Dr. Vladimir 


Cundall States His Case 


The complete text of Cundall’s petition 
for a hearing by the racing commission 
follows: 


I. Frank Cundall. verily believe that the 
stewards in disqualifying the horse Parky 
Tone. belonging to Mr. Herbert Woolf 
and trained by myself. in the first race 
at Aqueduct on March 21st. when it came 
in second. based on an analysis that ap- 
peared to indicate that the drug Buta- 
zolidin had been used on the horse. made 
a mistake. and, further, they compounded 
the error in suspending me for 60 days. 

I propose to show, if you will grant me 
a hearing to reconsider my suspension, 
that the test in no way could prove that 
any drug had ever been used. let alone 
that the drug used was Butazolidin, and 
let alone whether it influenced the out- 
come of the race. 

I propose introducing the testimony of 
experts completely familiar with this type 
of test used who will show that it is com- 
pletely valueless to obtain the results de- 
sired and on which the commissioners and 
stewards base decisions that affect the 
livelihood of trainers. jockeys. and horse 
owners. 

I propose that the wagering public also 
is being misled into a feeling of security 
because of the application of a test which 
has absolutely no value and cannot show 
reliably the information needed to make 
proper and any decisions. I believe that I 
can prove beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that a so-called positive indication on this 
test can be obtained when no drug of any 
kind has ever been used, and further that 
so-called positive results can also be ob- 
tained from possibly 10.000 different 
drugs or chemicals. 

I further swear that I, or nobody in any 
way working for me, never used Buta- 
zolidin at any time on this particular 
horse. and this suspension is a gross mis- 
carriage of justice. 

I proposed further to show that this 


phenomenon of erratic or erroneous results 
has already happened in human medicine 
where patients completely under the direc- 
tion of a doctor have shown so-called posi- 
tive tests when it was completely known 
that no drug like Butazolidin had ever 
been used. Though this is incidental to 
the particular facts here in that I never 
used Butazolidin on this horse, I would 
further like to show. though this partic- 
ular similarity cannot be shown beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, that Butazolidin 
itself in no way affects the performance 
of a well horse, and that the drug is in a 
similar category to an antibiotic. If a horse 
is sick with a fever. an antibiotic can be 
used to cure the horse and. as a result, a 
horse can run better that it would have 
in its sick condition. Similarly. if a horse 
is sick because of an inflammation of some 
type. and Butazolidin is used to remove 
the inflammation, then the horse can run 
like its normal self. or better than if it 
were run sick. 

I would like for you to consider these 
last facts because not only do I think 
I have been unfairly accused because of 
this ill-advised. poorly conducted, and ill- 
conceived test. but I believe that justice 
should also be given Butazolidin, which it 
seems has been as unfairly treated as | 
personally. 

I have great faith in the wisdom of the 
stewards and commissioners in New York 
with whom I have been associated for 
many years as a trainer of Thoroughbred 
race horses. and I feel confident that 
when they have heard all of the facts by 
experts and after they have had _ the 
chance to cross-examine them, or get the 
testimony of other experts of your own 
choice who should also be cross-examined, 
that you will reverse your original find- 
ings and remove my suspension from the 
records. and recommend to the necessary 
authorities that the directions that they 
may have issued that have caused these 
unfortunate results be rescinded.

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Dvorkovitz. president and general manager 
of Jensen-Salsbery; Dr. John Burns, of 
New York University and the National In- 
stitute of Health: Dr. James Connell. as- 
sociate professor of surgery at New York 
University and owner of race horses; Dr. 
Iain Paton, director of professional serv- 
ices for Jensen-Salsbery; and Dr. Murray 
Weiner. of the Geigy firm. who had in- 
vestigated the clinical and pharamoco- 
logical aspects of Butazolidin. 

Speaking first in his own behalf. Cun- 
dall said the stewards’ action against him 
had left him in a “state of shock.” His 
first thought was that another horseman, 
hoping to put the commission’s ruling 
against Butazolidin to a test, had given 
Parky Tone the Butazolidin treatment. 

Cundall said that. after hearing a vet- 
erinarian claim that the commission’s test 
for Butazolidin could produce a “false 
positive.” he had sought advice from Her- 
bert Woolf, of Woolford Farm, and Woolf 
told him to appeal for aid to Jensen- 
Salsbery. 

Dr. Burns was identified as the origin- 
ator of the first laboratory test for Buta- 
zolidin, and he testified extensively. Dr. 
Burns explained that the state laboratory's 
test. known as “Vitali’s Test.” was an 
adaptation of his own test and was not 
acceptable. He made 4 points of issue: 

1. The New York laboratory makes use 
of a spectrophotometer using ultraviolet 


light. whereas it should use the infra-red 
part of the spectrum. 


2. The spectrophotometer test alone is 
not sufficient. A sample also should be 
given a “mixed melting-point test.” 

3. In the case of Parky Tone. the con- 
trol sample was taken from another horse. 
whereas it should have been taken from 
the same horse earlier the same day. 

4. The laboratory should not use urine. 
for this test, since urine does not  re- 
veal a “pure” Butazolidin. Blood plasma 
is the best source of information. Saliva 
should not be used at all. 

Dr. Weiner. a veteran of 7 years with 
Geigy. said, “The mixed melting-point test 
and the use of the infra-red spectrum are 
the fingerprints for Butazolidin. and offer 
the only means of being sure you have the 
drug.” 

Dr. Connell said that Butazolidin had 
a definite place in veterinary medicine at 


the race track. “especially when used in 
conjunction with penicillin or other anti- 
biotics.” And commissioner Cole at one 
point observed that he had received Buta- 
zolidin for a torn tendon on the same 
day that Parky Tone ran at Aqueduct. 

Said Dr. Weiner: “The curve you get 
from the New York method is a con- 
glomerate of everything.” The “normal” 
horse used by Peterson was not the horse 
in question, and a pre-race test of Parky 
Tone probably would have shown a dif- 
ferent normal. 

Dr. Connell also advised against use of 
the urine test and criticized the use of a 
second horse for control purposes. 

Speaking of the use of Butazolidin in 
the field of human medicine. Dr. Connell 
said that 75 patients in a New York 
hospital were used in testing the drug’s 
usefulness. Fifty of the 75 were given 
Butazolidin 16 to 24 hours before being 
operated on. and in these cases post- 
operative pain and swelling were de- 
creased. But Butazolidin did not affect 
the nerve centers as a narcotic would. 
he said. 

At times during the day. Cundall 
seemed to be a forgotten man. while the 
commission and the Jensen-Salsbery con- 
tingent argued the merits and demerits 
of Butazolidin in) human animal 
medicine. When the hearing ended, Cun- 
dall said. “I hope I haven't been lost 
in the shuffle.”

SypNey. Immediately after Tulloch, at 
his first Sydney appearance for two 
years, had easily won the weight-for-age 
Chipping Norton Stakes. 10 furlongs. at 
Warwick Farm, trainer T. J. Smith an- 
nounced that, all going well, he would 
take Tulloch to America in quest of the 
$100,000 prize for the Hollywood Gold 
Cup. 

With 131 pounds in the AJC Centenary 
Invitation Stakes, 114 miles, on the open- 
ing day of the Randwick carnival, Tulloch 
looked an attractive proposition for the 
£10,000 prize. but the stable withdrew 
him, preferring to pick up a couple of 
easy weight-for-age events at the meeting 
before preparing for America. 

The 14 that lined up for the Invitation 
Stakes constituted one of the greatest 
fields ever seen at Randwick. The run- 
ners, of course, were hand-picked and the 
only champion missing was the best of 
all, Tulloch.

Because of her promising first-up run 
in Sydney, Froth went out a 7-to-2 favorite. 
Ridden by Neville Sellwood. she was sdil- 
ing along comfortably to the home turn, 
but once in the stretch Froth became froth 
and bubble. She compounded quickly to 
finish a poor sixth. Her stable lost no 
time in scratching her from the Sydney 
Cup. for which she had ruled favorite. 
The horse to collar her first was Grand 
Garry. but Valerius emerged from the 
ruck and relegated Grand Garry into sec- 
ond place. followed by Macdougal and 
Nilarco. 

Valerius, owned by AJC chairman Sir 
Alan Potter partnership with K. 
Mackay. ran the distance in 2:2945. He 
is in the Sydney Cup. but the doubt here 
is whether he can get the 2 miles of the 
great event.
